5.9 The curator bonis shall have the power and authority, with regard to the shareholdings held by the Defendants and the 
Respondents in any company or legal entity, to act as shareholder or trustee, whatever the case may iDe, in the place and stead 
of the Defendants and Respondents; 

5.10 The curator bonis may, where it is expedient for the effective execution of this order, authorises, in writing any person 
who, in his view, is capable of acting on his behalf, to exercise on his behalf any of the powers, duties and authority conferred 
on him, and may engage such agents, sub-contractors or service providers as he deems necessary; 

5.11 The curator bonis is hereby authorised to take all reasonable and lawful steps to discover any fact relating to any of 
the property, and to locate such property with a view to achieving the objects of this order, read in the context of POCA and, in 
particular, section 33 (1), including: 

5.11.1 To inspect or temporarily remove and retain, copy and analyse all; documents held by, or any data stored on any 
computer software or hardware used by: 

5.11.1.1 The Defendants with a view to tracing further realisable property; and 

5.11.1.2 Any other person(s) and/or legal entity insofar as this may reasonably be required to trace further realisable 
property. 

5.11.2 To make enquiries of the Defendants as well as their respective accountants or auditors (if any) and, pursuant to 
such enquiries, to inspect or temporarily remove and retain, copy, and analyse all relevant documentation relating to the affairs 
of: 

5.11.2.1 The Defendants, with a view to tracing further realisable property; and 

5.11.2.2 Any other person(s) and/or legal entity insofar as this may reasonably be required to trace further realisable 
property. 

5.11.3 To make contact with all financial institutions here and abroad known to or suspected by the curator bonis to be 
holding monies, interests or assets subject to this order, and to inform such institutions of the existence of the terms of this order, 
and to make arrangements for the recovery of such monies, interests and assets. 

5.12 The curator bonis is further authorised to require any person obliged to make disclosure in terms of this order, to 
provide such further and specific information under oath as the curator bonis considers relevant to any fact that has been so 
disclosed or that should have been disclosed, which authority shall be exercised with a view to achieving the objects of this 
order, read in the context of POCA and, in particular, section 33 (1) thereof. 

5.13 If the curator bonis or the Applicant, should at any time have reasonable grounds for believing that any person (donee) 
has received an affected gift, as defined in sections 12 (1) and 16 of POCA, he may apply to this Court ex parte and on the 
same papers, supplemented so far as need be, and the joinder of the donee as a Respondent and for the extension of this order 
to the donee and to the affected gift or other property held by the donee to the value of such gift, so far as may be appropriate; 

5.14 The curator bonis is authorised to convert any of the property under his control, including immovable property, into 
cash with the mutual consent of the applicant, the owner of the property concerned and any person or entity who may have a 
real right therein; 
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5.15 The curator bonis is required and directed, by noon on 17 January 2014 to serve on the Appiicant’s attorney, and on 
any other party who may have delivered notice of intention to oppose the confirmation of this order, at the address given by 
such party for the service of documents, and to file with the Registrar of this Court, together with a copy for delivery to the Master 
of this Court, an interim report in which he shall set out: 

5.15.1 A description and a sworn valuation (market-value as well as forced-sale-value) of each item of property of which he 
has taken possession or control in terms of this order. Each item shall be allocated a serial number by the curator and the 
description will include its manufacturer’s serial number (if any) and the make, model and year of manufacture of any vehicle 
or electronic or photographic equipment; 

5.15.2 In respect of any item that the curator bonis may have obtained from any person, or over which he may have 
assumed control whilst leaving it in the possession of a third party, the name and address of the third party, together with a 
description of the item and a statement of the grounds open which he took possession or control of it; 

5.15.3 The manner in which he has dealt with or intends to deal with the property taken into his possession or under his 
control; and 

5.15.4 Any other recommendation that he may see fit to make with regard to any realisable property of which he has not 
by then obtained possession or control; or in respect of the definition or extension of his powers and duties; or in respect of any 
other aspect of this matter directed to achieving the objects of POCA. 

5.16 The curator bonis is further directed to thereafter file quarterly reports to the Registrar of the Court, the Master of this 
Court, the Applicant and any party opposing the confirmation of the order. In addition to reporting on the progress in the case, 
the quarterly reports shall include a description of any new assets that were seized or identified and contain the necessary 
information; 

5.17 In terms of section 28 (3) (c) of POCA, the fees of the curator bonis and, ex post facto, expenses and disbursements 
shall be paid from the proceeds of any confiscation order that may be made against the Defendants, failing which, by the State; 
provided that the curator bonis is entitled to recover interest not exceeding the prime lending rate of the major financial 
institutions on such expenses and disbursements. Such expenses and disbursements are those: 

5.17.1 That are not related to expenses which would in the ordinary course be carried by the estate of the Defendants; and 

5.17.2 Those were incurred by the curator bonis in the execution of his duties, as certified by the Master. 

5.18 Those expenses which would in the ordinary course be carried by the estate of the Defendants: 

5.18.1 Shall be paid by the estate of the Defendants if no confiscation order is made. 

5.18.2 In the event of a confiscation order being made, shall be paid by the estate of the Defendants, and if no other 
property can be located, shall be paid from the proceeds of the confiscation order made against the Defendants, failing which, 
by the State. 

Surrender of Assets 

By Defendants and Respondents 

6. The Defendants and the Respondents be and are hereby ordered in terms of section 28 (1) (b) of POCA to surrender all 
the property into the custody of the curator bonis forthwith after the curator bonis has identified himself by displaying a copy of 
this order. 

By Third Parties 

7. Any third party who may be in possession of any of the property is hereby ordered in terms of section 28 (1) (b) of the 
POCA to surrender all such property into the custody of the curator bonis forthwith after the Sheriff has served on a copy of this 
order and an affidavit by the curator bonis setting out the grounds on which he believes that the third party has possession or 
control of such property: 

7.1 After serving this order and the affidavit referred to in the previous paragraph on the third party, the Sheriff is required 
to deliver the original affidavit and his return of service to the Applicant’s attorney, and the latter is required to file the original 
affidavit and return of service with the registrar of this Court forthwith; and 

7.2 Any other third party who is in possession or control of any of the property and who in any other way receives notice 
or acquires knowledge of this order is hereby ordered to surrender such property, within 24 hours after receiving notice or 
acquiring knowledge of this order, to the curator bonis. 

Repatriation 

8. Any person who, in terms of this order, is required to surrender any of the property to the curator bonis, shall, where any 
such property is held or is situated outside of the Republic of South Africa, repatriate the property concerned in consultation with 
the curator bonis in order to comply with the obligation to surrender. 

Reiease of Property 

9. The curator bonis shall have the discretion to release any of the property back into the custody of the person who held 
it, under conditions the curator bonis deems appropriate for its proper administration and preservation, and subject to the 
curator bonis: 

9.1 Retaining sufficient control over such property; and 

9.2 Ensuring the preservation of the value and/or physical state of such property. 
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Search and seizure 

10. If the curator bonis, after requiring the surrender of property in accordance with this order, shouid at any time have 
reasonabie grounds for beiieving that the Defendants and the Respondents or third party who has become obliged to 
surrender any properly in accordance with this order has faiied to do so, the curator bonis may give any member of the South 
African Poiice Services (the SAPS) the particuiars of the property concerned, the name of the Defendants, Respondents or third 
party suspected of being in possession of it, and the address at which he suspects the property may be found; and the 
member of the SAPS wiil thereupon be authorised by this order, without further enquiry, but subject to the safeguards set out 
beiow, to enter the premises indicated by the curator bonis, to search for the property concerned, and, on finding such 
property, to seize it and to piace it in the custody of the curator bonis. 

Safeguards 

11. Before any search or seizure takes piace, the Defendants, Respondents or third party whose premises are to be 
searched, or from whose possession property is to be seized, shaii be afforded a reasonabie opportunity, under the supervision 
of the curator bonis and/or any member of the SAPS who may be present, to summon a iegai representative to be present 
during the search and seizure: 

11.1 if it shouid appear to the curator bonis, from circumstances of which he shaii keep a contemporaneous note, that the 
right to summon a iegai representative is being made the occasion of neediess or unreasonabie deiay, or that any Defendants, 
Respondents or third party appears to be using the deiay to create an opportunity to dissipate or conceai or divest themselves 
of property or in any other manner obstruct the curator bonis in carrying out his functions under this order, the curator bonis be 
and is hereby empowered, after warning those present that the search is to commence, to authorise the members of the SAPS 
to proceed with the search and seizure forthwith, whether or not the iegai representative of the Defendants, Respondents or 
third party is then present. 

Inventory 

12. A detaiied inventory of aii property surrendered by any person, or seized, must be prepared by the curator bonis at 
the time of the surrender or the seizure. The person from whose possession the property is taken, or his or her iegai 
representative, must be afforded an opportunity to check the inventory and either to sign it as correct or to note any aiieged 
inaccuracy on it. A copy of the inventory must be ieft with the person from whose possession any property is taken: 

12.1 Within 20 days of the seizure of property under this order, the curator bonis must fiie with the Master of the High Court 
an inventory of the property piaced under restraint, inciuding its estimated vaiue. 

Disclosure by Defendants 

13. in terms of section 26 (7) of POCA, the Defendants and Respondents are hereby ordered to disciose to the curator 
bonis on affidavit in such form as the curator bonis may determine forthwith, and in any event by no iater than within 10 days 
of service of notice of this order, a description and the whereabouts of: 

13.1 Ail the property (as defined in section 1 read with section 12 (2) of POCA), which has not been physicaiiy surrendered 
into the possession or otherwise piaced under the effective controi of the curator bonis immediateiy upon the service of this 
order; 

13.2 Aii the property which, according to the present knowiedge of the Defendants is to be transferred to the Defendants 
at any time; and 

13.3 Any and aii affected gifts as defined in sections 12 (1) and 16 of POCA, made by the Defendants, together with the 
name and address of the donee. 

14. The Defendants and Respondents are further ordered to disciose to the curator bonis in an affidavit, as soon as he may 
come to know of it, the nature and the whereabouts of any property which they may hereafter come to iearn is to be transferred 
to the Defendants at any time. 

15. The Defendants and Respondents are further required, on or before the 7th day of each month, to provide the curator 
bonis under oath with monthiy income and expenditure statements together with supporting documentation. 

Disclosure by donees of affected gifts and beneficiaries 

16. Any person or entity who is, or who becomes aware of this order and who has received from the Defendants any 
affected gift as defined in sections 12 (1) and 16 of POCA, is hereby ordered in terms of section 26 (7) of POCA to deiiver to 
the curator bonis, within 10 days after coming to know of this order, an affidavit in which he or she shaii set out: 

16.1 The nature of the property which whoiiy or in part constituted a gift; 

16.2 The date on which it was made over to the donee; 

16.3 The vaiue of such property at the date of the gift; 

16.4 The vaiue of any consideration given for such property; 

16.5 Whether or not the donee has retained the property in the form in which he or she received it; 

16.6 if not, the manner and date of its aiienation, the nature and vaiue of the consideration received by the donee, and the 
proportion of such consideration that represented the gift; and 

16.7 The nature and vaiue of the property which, in terms of section 20 (3) (b) of POCA, directly or indirectly represents in 
the hands of the donee property into which the gift has been converted, and the proportion of such property that currentiy 
represents the gift. 
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Indemnity from use in criminal trial of disclosure made in compliance with the order 

17. No disclosure made in compliance with this order which would tend to expose the person making the disclosure to a 
criminal charge pertaining to said disclosure, shall be used in evidence in the prosecution of an offence alleged to have been 
committed by the person who made the disclosure: Provided that this indemnity shall not extend to any evidence going beyond 
the requirements of this order, and provided further that this indemnity shall not have the effect of preventing the use of any 
evidence provided by the person making the disclosure referred to above as evidence in any trial in which the person making 
the disclosure is charged with perjury in respect of the evidence so provided. 

Living and legal expenses 

18. The Court may order the release of realisable property within the control of the curator bonis if the Defendants and the 
Respondents satisfy the Court that: 

18.1 They have made full disclosure to the curator bonis under oath of all their interests in the property subject to the 
restraint; and 

18.2 They cannot meet the expenses concerned out of their unrestrained property. 

19. Such order, provided that an application for the release of realisable is only made prior to the confirmation of the rule 
nisi would be aimed at meeting.

20. The Registrar of Deeds is directed to endorse the title deed of any of the property which is immovable (details of which 
will either appear from Annexure A or be supplied to the Registrar by the curator bonis) with the following restriction, namely, 
that the property shall not, without the consent of this Court: 

20.1 Be mortgaged or otherwise encumbered; 

20.2 Be attached or sold in execution (subject to the powers afforded herein to the curator bonis); and 

20.3 Vests in the Master of the High Court, or the trustee of the insolvent estate of the owner, if the estate of the owner 
should be sequestrated. 

Refusal or failure to comply with order, an offence 

21. In terms of section 75 (2), read with section 75 (4) of POCA, any person who intentionally refuses or fails to comply 
with this order shall be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on conviction to a fine or to a period of imprisonment of up to 
15 years. 

Return day and costs 

22. The provisional restraint order made in paragraph 1 above is returnable on 30 January 2014, and a rule nisi be and is 
hereby issued calling upon the Defendants and Respondents to show cause, if any, on the return day why: 

22.1 The provisional restrict order in paragraph 1 should not be confirmed pending the outcome of the trial of the 
Defendants on the relevant charges and further pending the outcome of any proceedings for a confiscation order and/or a 
forfeiture order that may follow on the trial; and 

22.2 The Defendants and Respondents as may oppose this application should not be ordered to pay the costs of this 
application. 

Service 

23. There is to be service forthwith by the Sheriff in terms of the Uniform Rules of the High Court on the Defendants and 
Respondents: 

23.1 This order, including annexuresA; and 

23.2 The notice of motion and its founding affidavits and annexures and/or any other supporting affidavits and annexures. 

Notice to other persons affected 

24. In terms of section 26 (4) (a) of POCA, the Applicant is directed forthwith to give notice of this order, by delivering a 
copy by hand, facsimile or by registered post, to the following persons: 

24.1 The curator bonis, Shawn Williams; 

24.2 The Registrar of Deeds; and 

24.3 Whenever the Applicant becomes aware that some other person is affected by this order, such other person. 

Opposition 

25. The Defendants and Respondents intending to oppose the confirmation of this provisional restraint order on the return 
day must, within 5 Court days of the service of this order on him, deliver notice of intention to oppose and furnish an address 
within 8 kilometres of the office of the Registrar of this Court at which he will accept service of all notices, affidavits and other 
documents in these proceedings; and must deliver his answering affidavit, if any, within 15 days of notifying the Applicant of his 
intention to oppose the application. 
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Anticipation of return day 

26. In accordance with section 26 (3) (c) of POCA, the Defendants and Respondents may make appiication to anticipate 
the return day for the purpose of discharging or varying the provisionai order on not iess than 24 hours’ notice of such 
application to the Appiicant.
